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foreword 


Increasing  public  interest  in  the  public 
schools  of  Maryland  encourages  us  in  our 
belief  that  this  booklet  will  serve  a  useful 
purpose.  Indeed,  we  are  eager  to  find  as 
many  avenues  as  possible  to  channel 
information  to  the  people  of  the  State  so 
that  they  may  develop  informed  opinions 
about  the  work  of  our  schools,  about  the 
changing  role  of  the  schools,  about  the 
growing  needs  of  the  schools,  and  about 
the  nature  and  sum  of  the  tasks  they  have 
assigned,  one  by  one,  to  the  schools  in 
our  time. 

In  this  publication,  we  deal  with  numbers 
—  numbers  of  students,  numbers  of  dol- 
lars, numbers  of  teachers,  numerical  rank- 
ings; and  these  facts  are  useful  in  formu- 
lating conclusions.  But  numbers  are 
barren  without  a  knowledge  of  the  goals 
towards  which  they  point  or  the  dreams 
that  have  inspired  the  goals.  Other  publi- 
cations of  the  Department  are  designed  to 
illuminate  such  matters. 

These  are  times  of  public  involvement  in 
the  reshaping  of  institutions.  I  hope  that 
vast  numbers  of  Marylanders  will  think 
about  their  schools,  find  out  more  about 
them,  and  make  known  their  views.  This 
booklet  is  designed  as  a  starter.
